G. O. 108, H. Q. A., Dec. 4, 1877, 


The following orders, received from the Secretary 
of War, are publis shed for the information of the Army: 

1. Par. 1295, Revised Army Regulations, 1863, is 
hereby amended 8u 48 to insert after the words ‘ can- 
not be procured” ihe words ‘' without great expense 
or inconvenience.” 

II. Civilian employés, at remote posts where like 
stores cannot otherwise be procured, are authorized to 
purchase Subsistence stures, provided they can be 
spared, and the sales are for cash, including the total 

cost to the United States. 











G. O. 109, H. Q. A., Dec. 5, 1877. 


Discontinues regulations of G. O. 58, c. s., authoriz- 
ing the sale of Subsistence stores to officers and en- 
listed men, on credit. 


G. O. 110, H. Q. A., Dec. 6. 1877. 
The following order has been receivedtrom tue w ar 
Department: 


The President, to whose attention the subject of 
issuing ‘‘ Certificates of Merit” under sections 1216 
and 1285, Revised Statutes, has been invited, is pleased 
to direct that these statutes shell be brought into active 
operation, to take effect from June 22, 1874, the date of 
approval of the act to revise and consolidate the Sta- 
tutes of the United States. 

Section 1216 provides that, ‘‘ When any private sol- 
dier shall have distinguished himself in the Service, 
the President may, on the recommendation of the com- 
manding officer of the regiment to which such private 
soldier belongs, grant him a certificate of merit.” 

Recommendations may be made on account of any 
distinguished conduct exhibited since June 22, 1874. 
As bravery and fidelity to duty are the characteristics 
of every true soldier, extra rewards for such conduct 
are not to be expected. The certificate of merit will 
only be conferred for acts which distinguish a soldier 
above his comrades. Recommendations will only be 
made upon this understanding. 

The Adjutant-General will prepare suitable parch- 
ment forms for the certificate; and the Paymaster- 
General will make provision for ‘the extra pay allowed 
under section 1285, 


G. O. 111, H. Q. A., Dec. 7, 1877. 
The following order has been received from the War 
Department: 
By direction of the President, a Board to consist of— 


Infantry, and Col. W. D. Whi pple, A. D. C., will as- 
semble in New York City, the 8th day of January, 
1878, or as soon after as practicable, to determine the 
following questions arising under Par. 11, Appendix 
B, Revised Regulations of 1868, based upon G. O. 19, 
Hdgqrs Army, Feb. 22, 1862, which is suspended by G. 
O. 102, Hdqrs Army, Nov. 9, 1877: 

First. What shall be considered as being a ‘‘ battle,” 
within the spirit of the Regulation? 

Second, What portion of a regiment must be engaged 
in a battle to entitle the regiment to have inscribed 
upon its colors and upon the Army Register the name 
of the battle? 

Third.- What record should be made in the cases of 
regiments consolidated, as in 1815 and 1869? 

The Board will report its conclusions for the in- 
formation and action of the President. 


G. O. 112, H. Q. A., Dec. 8, 1877. 
Authorizes officers to drop from their Returns of 
Clothing, Camp and Garrison Equipage worn out tent- 
pins, and tool helves, filing certificates that they have 
been worn-out in service. 


G. O. 18, Depr. Daxora, Nov. 27, 1877. 
Directs arms and ammunition of calibre .45, not in 
bands of troops, to be turned in, and be replaced by 
those of calibre .50, for citizens, scouts, and others in 
service.

ARMY AND NAVY GOSSIP. 


Recruiting for the Army is commencing, as re 
ports to the War Department indicate, and will con- 
tinue until the enlistments are sufficient to bring the 
Army up to its authorized numerical standard. The 
recruiting is for all arms of the Service. 


SomE members of the House Committee on Forei 
Affairs express the opinion that there is no danger of a 
war with Mexico on account of the troubles in Texas, 
while others entertain opposite opinions. They believe 
that war is to be apprehended, and that possibly it 
cannot be avoided. 


Tue N. Y. Herald says that the War Department has 
been overwhelmed by a large number of applications 
from civilians for appointment to commissions in the 
Regular Army. hese number already more than 
eight hundred. By direction of the President four ap- 
plicants have been examined and passed successfully. 
No more civilian appointments will be made until the 
West Point graduating class of 1877 shall have been 
taken up in the vacancies which may occur in the 
Army. ‘ 

A WASHINGTON telegram states that letters patent 
for aerial signals have been granted to Mrs. Martha J. 
Coston for an invention of her son, Licut. E. H. Cos- 
ton, of the Marine Corps, an improvement, on the 
well known Coston night signals, invented by his 
father. The original Coston signals consist of a com- 
binution of colored fires, displayed from a fixed loca- 
tion. The invention of Lieut. Coston connects them 


with aerial signals, ignited by the action of the ham- 
mer or piercing pin of a gun or other firearm, and 
burned or shown in the air. They differ from the 
Very signals in using more colors. 








Major Hatszy.—The remains of Major Thomas H. 
Halsey, U.S. A., who died Nov. 19, at his residence 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., were removed to Brandon, Vt., 
to be laid beside the remains of his wife, who was a 
daughter of the late Chauncey W. Conant, Esq., of 
Brandon. The funeral was attended from the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Conant, Nov. 22. Rev. D. C. Roberts, 
chaplain of the 1st regiment (Vt.) N. G., conducted the 
services according to the Episcopal ritual The pro- 
cession was headed by the Brandon cornet band, fol- 
lowed by a detachment of the National Guard of Ver- 
mont under the command of Major C. W. Carr—the 
Brandon Guards—the hearse containing the remains 
followed by the family and friends. The pall bearers 
were Major C. H. Forbes, D. C. Bascom, Charles W. 
Briggs, and Captain John W. Chase. A detail of the 
Brandon Guards, as a guard of honor, stood around 
the casket during the services. Major Halsey entered 
the Service June, 1861, as major and P. M., U. 
and was Jan. 17, 1867, brevetted lieutenant-colonel of 
volunteers, ‘‘ for faithful and meritorious service.”

THEY have been trying to fire the 25-ton guns of the 
British iron-clad Zemeravre at sea, and find that every 
discharge starts the cabin bulkheads below. Four 
shots were fired at 1,100 yards ata rum barrel with a 
flag, none coming nearer than 50 yards off. At 2,600 
yards shot was lost. The range was reduced to 840 
yards in ten shots, and the mark was hit with the tenth 
shot. Four rounds were then fired for rapidity in 5 
minutes 25 seconds, including 20 seconds for a miss 
fire. The loading was done by hydraulic machinery, 
the gun crew being composed of five ordinary seamen. 
Working hand gear the crew is sixteen men, and the 
firing wilder. The ports for the broadside guns of the 
Temeraire are stated to be so large that riflemen could 
easily pick off the gunners. The charge of the 25-ton 
gun is 85 lbs. powder and 550 lbs. projectile.

THE HURON WRECK. 


Tue following despatch was received on the 8th of 
December by the Secretary of the Navy from Lieut.- 
Commander James G. Greene: 

Since my last despatch I have buried 8 bodies—making a total 
of 8 officers and 82 men since my arrival at the wreck. Only 
three of the last bodies could be identified, viz., Matthew Green, 
Acman Overbaugh and Chas, Chapman. I hear of no more 
bodies along the coast. Am awaiting further instructions. 

Private Sherwood telegraphs to signal officer, same 
date: ‘ 

The body of Chas. Chapman, paymaster’s yeoman, was 
recovered from the wreck Huron at 4:30P.m. Identified from 
clothing with the initials C. C. on his shirt and shirt buttons. He 
was buried at Nag’s Head. 

The following despatch, dated Nag’s Head, N. C., 
December 8, 1877, was received by the Secretary of the 
Navy from Pay Director Thomas H. Looker: 

Everything possible has been done by Lieut.-Commander 
Green, Mr, Clark, Acting Surgeon Arthur and Lieut. Harrington 
and their men, and most ten oe thoroughly and exhaustively. 
They deserve all praise. They have worked unceasingly night 
and day. Green’s plans as to recovery, burial, and marking of 
bodies are perfect, and the Department and friends of deceased 
may rest assured of duty tenderly and lovingly done. 1 have 
been aboard wreck twice. One body recovered this evening as 
I left—Chas, Chapman, paymaster’s yeoman. No more ies 
known to be aboard. nety bodies saved, of these eight effi- 
cers and seventy-one men have been identified. Eleven bodies 
unknown. I think all has now been done that can be done by 
Lieut.-Commander Green’s party. The wrecking steamer’s gang 
is now in full charge, and can do the rest. Wreck under water, 
except portion of bow at low water, and other ay here and 
there. Pivot gun visible and can be saved. Ship hogged, and 
whole starboard side ripped off. Sea dashing in and over. 

Lieut..Commander Greene and party returned to 
Norfolk from Nag’s Head, Dec. 12, bringing with 
them the body of Chas. Chapman, paymaster’s 
yeoman, which was buried at the Naval Hospital, 
Norfolk. 

A telegraph despatch to the New York Tribune is 
as follows: 

“ WasHtneTon, Dec. 9.—The testimony before the 
Naval Court of Inquiry into the causes of the loss of 
the Huron has all been taken. The formal decision 
of the court will not be made for several days. It is 
the opinion of Navy officers who have watched its 
proceedings very carefully that the court will report 
that the Huron was lost by an error in judgment on 
the part of the commander. His course, they say, 
was right, and he had the fullest confidence in his 
observations, which also were probably correct ; but 
he failed to take sufficiently into account the fact 
that his vessel was very long, drew comparatively 
little water, and offered little resistance to the sea 
which, in the gale, was setting in so strongly toward 
the land. The ship was heading in the right direc- 
tion, but had been drifted out of its course by the 
force of the gale and the tide.”

The body was taken to the cemetery, the hearse 
preceded by a battalion of marines from the Navy- 
yard, guarded by six seamen from the Wabash, and 
followed immediately by an open barouche filled with 
floral tributes, prominent among which wasa cross five 
feet high.

Tue classmates of the late Sidney A. Simons, ex- 
ecutive officer of the ill-fated Huron, held a special 
meeting last week in order to perfect the details of the 
arrangements for the obsequies. ~The meeting was 
held at the Lyceum, Brooklyn Navy-yard, pursuant to 
the call of Lieut. G. T. Sullivan, who presided. Of the 
gueieeting class of the Naval Academy of which 

ieut. Simons was an ‘‘ honor man,” uating num- 
ber four in the order of merit in 1867, there were pre 
sent, besides the presiding officer, Lieuts. C. H. West, 
H. C. Hunter, G. G. clay, R. E. Coneeay F. M. 
Symonds, A. A. Boyd, E. P. McClellan, N. H. Barnes, 
A. B. Speyers, and William H. Jaques. ks 
eulogistic of the deceased, who is spoken of by his as- 
sociates 98 ‘‘a man and an officer estimable in every 
relation of life,” were made by several of the officers 
who had krown him intimately for years. Lieuts. 
West and Boyd were appointed a committee to draft 
resolutions of condolence to be presented, properly 
engrossed, to the family of the deceased. 

The funeral took place on Tuesday, Dec. 6, from the 
Navy-yard, Brooklyn. The body remained in-the 
lower apartment of Sailors’ Hall. At noon the military 
escort assembled. At the head of the coffin were the 
epaulettes, chapeau, and sword of the dead officer. 

he floral tributes were numerous and elaborate, the 
most conspicuous being a cross of — ivy pre- 
sented by the officers of the Swatara, and a basket by 
the class of 67.

He refused to leave the ship or make — | at- 
tempt whatever to escape, but devoted himself to 
rescuing those who had been washed from the wreck. 
He performed these duties in such a cool and seaman- 
like manner as to attract attention of others, notwith- 
standing their own peril. Finally he was washed over- 
board by a heavy sea, and while clinging to a spar, & 
sailor offered him assistance which we declined, urging 
the man to save his own life. He was then seen no 
more until washed ashore by the surf. He was an 
officer of fine personal . ee and a favorite 
among his associates. He was of mar professional 
ability, and gave every promise of future eminence in 
the career of his choice. 
The Rev. Mr. Stanley then read the committal ser- 
vice, when the procession was again formed and 
marched to the Woodland Cemetery, where the remains 
were deposited, the marines firing three volleys of 
musketry over the grave.

Academy, at Annapolis, by Hon. John F. Driggs, 
M. C., after a competitive examination, by which he 
Was unanimously se! cted. His appearance before 
this committee was 1s a strangerand alone. He made 
his way also alone to Annapolis, where he was ac- 
cepted. The Navy was his own choice, and the way 
into it was singularly and unexpectedly opened to 
him. 

He graduated in 1871, and was assigned to the 
Iroquois, while that vessel was acting as convoy to 
the Grand Duke Alexis into New York. From the 
Iroquois he went to the Canandaigua, and served the 
season with the Gulf Squadron, The following year 
he was sent to Chinese waters, on the Hurtford ; and 
was there about two years, first on the Lackawanna 
and then on the Palos, He returned in 1874 for ex- 
amination and promotion, and became an ensign, his 
commission dating back one year. He spent the '75 
in the coast survey on the schooner Bache, in a sur- 
vey of the Savannah River and up the coast of Maine. 
His eyes being weak for that service, he was de- 
tached to the monitor Saugus, upon which he made 
the passage from Pensacola to Port Royal around 
the Florida Capes. He became master in 1875. 

The summer and autumn of 76 were spent at 
home “ waiting orders ;” but in Feb., °77, he was or- 
dered to the Receiving ship Colorado, and from that 
to the Supply, upon which summer was spent. His 
assignment to the Huron was in September. He was 
26 years and four months of age, and his service to 
the Government, counting time at the Academy, 
about ten years, 

Officers associated with him in the Navy know of 
his official standing and value better than anybody 
else. His friends at home know him asa young man of 
rare integrity of character; free trom the vices which 
beset young men; self-governing and conscientious, 
and devoted to duty. His attachment to the naval ser- 
vice was intense. He knew the dangers of it as well 
as anybody, for he had been several times near to 
death ; and notedly at the Isle of Socotra, on the 
voyage of the Hartford, where going ashore with a 
party, on their return they found the surf high, and 
the boat waiting outside it, unable to get in. They 
were forced to swim, and young Wight was caught 
and tumbled about among the rocks; and, after go- 
ing to the vessel, came near dying from the effects. 
His friends would bear the loss now with more con- 
tent, did they feel that it was a necessity. W.

To the Class of 1874 of the Naval Academy: 


I do not, upon this lamentable occasion, come to 
indulge the language of panegyric; such acourse would 
be equally rebuked by my regard for the dead, and my 
obligations to the living. The severity of truth is, at 
once, our proper duty aud best consolation. 

I write simply to pay my respect to my much 
lamented classmate, Ensign F. W. Danner. He has 
passed beyond the reach of human praise or censure, 
but among us, his classmates, as among all those who 
knew him, his name will always be cherished. In the 
hearts of his friends his best epitaph is written. The 
iron will, the fearless courage, which marked his 
character, is possessed by others. But where shall we 
go to find all his excellent qualities united, concen- 
trated, blended into one brilliant whole, and casting a 
halo about one head, which does not dazzie the 
beholder only because it attracts his love and demands 
his worship. 

It is not always by words that the most sincere and 
eloqueat tribute is paid to the dead; spontaneous tears 
are a more eloquent testimonial than the most highly 
wrought eulogium of the most gifted tongue. From 
the heart do not always spring words, but it is 
always the source of tears, whether of joy, gratitude 
or grief. Sincere and eloquent as they are, they leave 
no permanent record or monument of the virtues of 
him upon whose behalf they are shed. Therefore, 1 
think, that it is meet that we, his classmates, endeavor 
to show in some more lasting manner our appreciation 
of him who has been called from our midst. I can 
suggest nothing that would be more appropriate than 
a tablet to his memory, to be placed in the chapel at 
the U. 8. Naval Academy. 

My classmates will bave to acknowledge that, among 
us all, he was the one best fitted to yo; his uniform 
stiaightforward life was one of the things that endeared 
him to all, both superiors and inferiors; his faculty of 
making friends and attaching them to him was most 
remarkable and extraordinary. In this respect he 
seemed to possess a sort of fascination by which all 
who came into his presence were attracted towards and 
bound to him by ties which neither time nor circum- 
stances had power to dissolve or weaken. In the 
attachment of his friends to him was a confession of 
his generous personal qualities and social virtues, But 
he bas gone from among us.

Among the number the steamer Vera Cruz, a side- 
wheeler, Capt. Mussey, from New York to Vera Cruz, 
was totally wrecked on Bodie’s Island in 1860; the 
steamer Zagle, side-wheel, Captain Green, from New 
York to Havana, was lost on Bodie’s Island; the 
Ariadne, Captain Doane, from New York to Galves- 
ton, was also lost within about two miles of Bodie’s 
Island Light about three years ago; the steamer Gen. 
Sherman, from New York, was also wrecked there.

THE HURON WRECK. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sr: It would doubtless be wiser and more becom- 
ing to refrain from all comment upon the conduct of 
the commander and officers of the lost Huron, until 
some certain information had been elicited by regular 
official inquiry. The JouRNAL has, however, departed 
from this safe rule, not merely by admitting the opin- 
ions of correspondents, for which the editor disclaims 
responsibility, but in the editorial columns, for which 
it may be assumed he holds himself answerable. This 
hasty action of the JouRNAL almost necessitates an 
equally hasty reply, lest it should be assumed by un- 
professional persons that there is nothing to be said on 
behalf of the Jost officers. 

The leading article of the Journat of Dec. 1, after 
making some commonplace remarks upon ideal ships 
of war and ideal officers, the general result of which 
will simply be to prejudice the minds of those to whom 
the ensuing argument is presented, proceeds to sa 
that it will not do to lay the blame on the compass. It 
is safe to say that no one will, nor would Commander 
Ryan himself, had he lived, have done so. ‘‘The 
officer of the watch should have kept the lead going.” 
It since appears that he did ‘so, that the ship was 
stopped every hour to sound, and the writer has heard 
that a further cast was gotten ever haif hour. ‘* The 
fact that the soundings oft the North Carolina coast 
sheal a fathom in every mile, after the ten fathom 
lines is reached,” may be ‘‘ known to every captain 
of a coasting schooner;” but it is not known to the 
Coast Survey Chart. ‘‘ None of the commonest pre- 
cautions known to a careful officer seem to have been 
taken.” What those commonest precautions were the 
JOURNAL does not tell us. The lead was hove; a 
course was set, which may be presumed to have been 
a safe one until the contrary is proved; for it is at least 
equally probable, and more fair to assume that the cor- 
rection for local deviation of the compass, known to 
the commander, not known to us, gave a safer course 
than at first sight appears. The navigator, it is now 
known, watched the Currituck light to see if any un- 
usual drift took place; the captain was not in bed, and 
a fair minded critic will assume that the officer of the 
deck watched the steering, until, at least, a strong pre- 
sumption to the contrary is proved. The JourNAL, I 
am sorry to say, assumes that tle officer of the deck 
did not do his duty, nor the captain watch his ship. 
‘*When at last the ship goes ashore, the captain 
orders the guns overboard, forgetting, apparently, that 
the ship would pound on them more and more.” The 
question here started is a difficult one, and admits of 
fair difference of opinion. Ryan’s idea as to his pro- 
bable whereabouts, which we may never know, might 
aflect the propriety of his action. He may have fancied 
himself on an outlying shoal or bar, in which case to 
lighten the ship end let her bump over, though a for- 
lorn hope, would have been better than none. He may 
have considered the saving of the ship hopeless, in 
which case an extra hole or two in her bottom would 
have been of little moment, in comparison with en- 
abling her to beat higher upon the beacb. In this 
view it might have been wise to cut away her masts 
too, which, in fact, seems to have been atiempted. 
Finally, it must be remembered, that the ship, when 
she struck, fell over to seaward, that the seaward guns 
would have gone over, and the sea would have sent 
the ship, not on, but away from the guns. 

Here follows the ungenerous, general remark: ‘‘ Of 
the ready resource and quick invention characteristic 
of the true seaman we see not atrace.” It is obvious 
to remark that in the time which elapsed between the 
loss of the ship and the JOURNAL’s going to press, 
about five days, little chance to know all that had or 
could be done, had heen given. The criticism also 
lacks point, for it does not show what should have been 
done which was not done. 

Further on the JOURNAL repeats the unfounded as- 
sertion that ‘‘ her commanding officer, instead of keep- 
ing the lead going, stands boldly on,” etc. Qne cast 
of the lead is mentioned, therefore no other cast was 
taken. Oh! rare reasoning! 

The JourNAL ends this series of rash statements and 
criticisms of the dead by an entirely uncalled for sneer at 
a class of men who now form the majority of the sea 
officers of the Navy. ‘‘All the barrack training of 
Annapolis can find no way to remedy the disaster 
caused by recklessness and bad seamanship.” Pausing 
merely to remark that the words in italics contain a 
prejudgment of the whole case, on insufficient evi- 
dence, the writer would like to ask the JoURNAL 
whether it means toimply that the care of a ship, in 
the fearful position of the Huron, is a matter of com- 
mon professional experience? Does a man learn what 
is to be done in such a case by being frequently 
wrecked, or through careful thought, profiting by the 
experience of otbers? If the latter, what better way 
of obtaining the requisite knowledge than by a sys- 
tematic course of instruction? An illogical, but very 
human, modc of reasoning has made its appearance )n 
the papers since this sad accident.

Oh! wise humanity! When the U. 8. ships Sacra- 
mento and Guerriere came to grief, did barrack trained 
officers command them? hen the steam packets 
Atlantic and Schiller laid their bones on rocky coasts 
but a few years since, were their captains, if unfit, un- 
fitted by barrack training? 

A great authority in war has said: ‘‘The general 
who has made no mistakes, has made few campaigns.” 
Ifa mistake of judgment had taken the Huron as far 
to the left, as she actually went to the mght, of a safe 
course none would have heard of it. 

Let us have fair dealing. The leading article of the 
JOURNAL which calls forth this letter is headed ‘* The 
Lesson of the Huron Disaster.” Let us hope that a 
lesson may be drawn by the Service at large from this 
hot impatience; in which, without waiting for evi- 
dence, men have taken the misfortune, perhaps cul- 
pable, of their brethren as a text on which to preach 
their own evil feelings and prejudices.

Though the writer of this letter does not indulge 
himself in any compliments to the JouRNAL, we pub- 
lish his letter with pleasure; not because we admit 
the truth of his criticism, but because he presents a 
side of this case which is entitled to the fullest hear- 
ing, and which we should prefer to have proven to 
be the correct one, rather than that which we have 
felt bound, in the interest of the Naval Service, to 
present. The writer gives no authority for his state- 
ment as to the frequency of soundings, ind it does 
not agree with the evidence as thus far published. 
The report of the Court of Inquiry will, we trust, put 
this, and other points, beyond doubt. As to the 
course we may say that in Ensign Youna’s very 
lucid account of the disaster there occurs the follow- 
ing: “I took a departure at twenty-five minutes past 
one Pp. M. (Friday), Cape Henry Light (House ?), 
bearing W. by 8., distant about 5 miles, and (we 
steered?) 8. by E., 3-4 E.” Mr. Conway also says 
the course was “8. by E., 3-4 E.” The true course 
from Mr. Youne’s position as above to Bodie’s Island 
Light-house is 8., 18 deg. E, and the distance 73 
miles. As the ship was very nearly on the magnetic 
line of “No Variation,” none was probably allowed, 
and the course steered as reported (provided there 
was no correction due to local attraction) led almost 
directly to Bodie’s Island Light-house, 

The ship struck at 1.10 a. m.on Saturday, at a 
point some miles north of Bodie’s Island Light-house, 


course (8S. by E., 3-4 E.) was materially changed 
during the interim except the statement of 
Tratnor, who was at the wheel during the “ first 
dog watch” (4 to 6 P.M. Friday), who reports the 
course steered as “§. by E., nothing to southward.” 
This was nearly three-quarters of a point nearer to 
the southward, and to Death, than the course reported 
by Messrs. Youne and Conway. Even with an offing 
of 15 miles, a 8. E. by 8S. course (true) would have 
been none too safe, considering the heavy lee-set, due 
to the gale and the westing always found in the 
counter current on the landward edge of the Gulf 
Stream. If this statement of the course is correctly 
given it would appear that here was a ship, with an 
offing of only about five miles, on a dark, foggy 
night, on a dead lee-shore, with a strong gale blow- 
ing, steering a course which, even with a smooth sea 
and pleasant weather, at a speed of only 6 knots the 
hour, would have put her high and dry in about 12 
hours from the time the “ departure” referred to by 
Mr. Youne was taken. 

In shoal water, with a heavy sea running, there is 
always a very peculiar and uneasy motion which 
instantly betrays the existence of danger to the acute 
sense of the skilled seaman ; yet the awful surf, but 
a few hundred yards to leeward, seems to have been 
neither seen nor heard at all until the ship struck. 
No blame for the stranding of the vessel can possibly 
attach to Lieut. Simons or the other officers (except 
the commander, navigator and watch officer), as no 
duty called them to be on deck in the “middie 
watch” unless “all hands” were called. After the 
striking it should have been speedily realized that 
there was no possible hope of saving the vessel, and 
all energies should have been bent to saving the ship’s 
company. Yet, though every man showed courage, 
precious hours were wasted, apparently waiting for 
succor from the shore, during which the sea was con- 
stantly increasing with the force of the gale. 

After some hours, Mr. Smmons, who has always 
been considered a good seaman, seems to have hit 
upon a plan which it would certainly have been 








but there is no evidence as yet to show that the. 
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better to try as early as 2 o’clock; and Mr. Youne’s 
statement shows that if a longer and smaller line had 
been bent to the balsa, and a few daring spirits like 
himself and Wii.14Ms entrusted with the charge, a 
line might have been carried to the beach. Once 
ashore, a hawser could have speedily been run; for 
in these vessels the ship’s towlines are kept handy on 
reels, under the topgallant forecastle. But nothing 
of the kind seems to have been done—the people 
huddled here and there or lashed themselves to the 
standing rigging, and waited for the daylight 
which, alas, to most of them, never came. 

Superstitious seamen will always attribute the loss 
of the Huron to a pitiless fate and the fact that she 
sailed on Friday, but is it not wiser to see if some 
lesson cannot be drawn from it of more profit to our 
Navy? That every man on board that ill-fated ves- 
sel did his best to escape the fate which overtook 
her, goes without saying. That is not the question ; 
it is whether all was done that should have been 
done in a like emergency, and whether the course 
steered and the precautions taken by the vessel after 
leaving Norfolk were such as should serve as a 
guide for future navigators taking the same de- 
parture under like circumstances, So far as we were 
wrong as to ‘the facts, our criticiams fail. Though 
our correspondent does not undertake to prove that 
we were wrong, we trust that evidence will be 
given to show this, and no one will read that evi- 
dence in the Anmy AND Navy JOURNAL with greater 
pleasure than its editor.

THE TURKISH WAR. 

HE past week has been marked by a course of 

events which it became safe to predict several 

weeks ago, when the Turks finally desisted from 

their efforts to retake Shipka Pass from the Russians, 

Up to that time, the Eastern war had seen two dis- 

tinct periods, and it then entered on a third, equally 
distinct. ° 

The first period was marked by the unresisted pro- 
gress of the Russians from the Pruth to Shipka 
Pass, AspuL Kerr, the Turkish commander, lay 
still within the quadrilateral formed by Rustchuk, 
Silistria, Shumla and Varna, and allowed the 
Russians to advance without opposition until he was 
suddenly removed for incompetency. This closed 
the first period, and left the Russians with their army 
piercing the centre of the Turkish line of defences, 
Their strength lay in their interior lines of operation: 
their weakness in.the fact that their communications 
were in peril on two sides, and that a navigable 
river in possession of the enemy lay between them 
and their base. 

On their left flank lay the larger part of the Turks 
under Menemet ALI in the quadrilateral, on their 
right lay Osman Paswa with the garrison of Widdin 
and all the militia he could scrape together. The 
chances seemed to be that Menemet ALI would give 
the Russians the most trouble; and yet, through 
their own carelessness, they allowed Osman to become 
the hero of the war during the second period. By 
neglecting to seize and fortify Plevna themselves, 
when it was unoccupied, they allowed Osman to 
steal a march on them, by establishing himself across 
the middle of their right line of supply. 

The consequence was a rapid withdrawal of the 
Russians from all their conquests to the South, and 
a succession of resolute efforts on their part to dis- 
lodge OsmAN from Pleyna. This occupied the whole 
of the second period. Had the Turks followed 
Osman’s tactics in other places, they might have 
forced the Russians to retreat still further, but this 
seems never to have entered their heads, Instead of 
seizing some unguarded point on the other flank and 
entrenching themselves near the Russian lines, as 
OsMaN had done at Plevna, Menemert ALI assaulted 
the Russians in their fortifications on the Lom, and 
SuLEmMAN Paswa did the same at Shipka Pass. This 
was what the Russians wanted. It gave them time 
to retrieve their errors, bring up reinforcements and 
crush OsMAN, holding all the rest of their lines with 
small forces, behind earthworks. Meantime the 
summer and autumn passed, and it became plain that 
the campaign was virtually over for the year, as far 
as strategic movements were concerned. Nothing 
remained to settle in Bulgaria but whether Osman 
PasHa should be allowed to hold Pleyna or not. 

The Russians kept on bringing forward more 
troops, and at last had Pleyna invested, when the 
third peried of the war begun, Their danger was 














over; that of the Turks had begun in earnest. The 
fall of Plevna became a mere question of time, and 
now at last it has fallen, as the JouRNAL predicted it 
weuld, before Christmas. 

The telegrams state in substance that Osman 
Pasna, being so short of provisions that his men 
were starving, having been on half rations for some 
time and having no more food left, tried to cut his 
way out of Plevna and escape towards Widdin. He 
found the country occupied by a circle of entrench- 
ments which he assaulted fiercely at one point, carry- 
ing the first line, only to be driven back in disorder 
by the grenadiers of the Russian Imperial Guard, 
who occupied the second lines, covered by a hundred 
pieces of artillery. The slaughter of the Turks is 
stated to have been fearful, and they fell back in dis- 
order towards Plevna. Meantime the Russians and 
Roumanians had discovered the absence of the de- 
fenders of Plevna, had occupied the works and 
were already attacking the Turks in the rear. Thus 
hemmed in and surrounded, OsMAN PasHA surren- 
dered himself and command, but not before receiving 
@ severe wound in the leg. With him the Turks lose 
some 60,000 men, sick and well, while the whole 
Russian investing army is released to move against 
the Turks, 

Following close, as this does, on the fall of Kars 
and virtual conquest of Armenia, the question of the 
future of the war now looms up. After Plevna, 
what ? 

We see no reason to change the opinion set forth 
in the JouRNAL some weeks ago that no vital move- 
ments can; be undertaken by the Russians till next 
spring. Their outposts it is true may be pushed out 
towards Adrianople, but unless the Turks are com- 
pletely demoralized, the movement of the whole 
army there during the winter is too hazardous till 
Shumla is taken. It is most probable that the main 
body of the Russians will winter in Bulgaria, retain- 
ing their now invincible triangle, and possibly 
negotiating for peace. 

The Turks have still one chance, and only one of 
success in this war. To fall back before the Russians 
and defend the road to Constantinople is merely put- 
ting off the evil day. No doubt the Russians hope 
they will do this. 

To gather every man and ship and throw a force 
on the Russian communications at Braila, or between 
that point and Odessa, is still possible. The Russians 
appear to have hurried every man to the front now, 
and only ZIMMERMAN’Ss corps is left in the Dobrudscha. 
A Turkish army, of the same dimensions as that 
with which Osman seized Plevna, seizing Braila and 
holding on to it with the same tenacious grip, sup- 
ported by a Turkish fleet in the Danube, would be 
within a few miles of the only railway along which 
the Russians can draw supplies, and would compel 
them to abandon Bulgaria in disorder. 

That this chance will be seized by Turkey is very 
doubtful. It requires genius, dash, secrecy, quali- 
ties which no Turk has yet shown. Even OsMAN 
Pasna blundered into Plevna, and has become what 
he is solely through the mistakes of his opponents. 
The probabilities are strong, therefore, that the 
Turks will take the obvious and hopeless “last 
ditch” policy, falling back towards Constantinople, 
or else negotiate for peace, within the next two 


weeks, 








THE HURON SUFFERERS. 


WE are glad to see that Congress has taken prompt 
and liberal action in regard to the many sufferers by 
the loss of the Huron. Tocomfort those bereaved by 
the disaster, and to reward the brave and devoted 
men who assisted their comrades to escape a peril in 
which they were involved, is now the plain duty of 
the nation. The allowance of a year’s sea pay to the 
widows and orphans of the lost crew of the Huron, 
to the surviving officers and sailors, and to the heirs 
of the men of the wrecking steamer Baker, lost in 
their noble eftorts to save life, are all steps in the 
right direction. The situation of the widows and 
orphans, made so by this disaster, is peculiarly touch- 
ing, and appeals to the warmest sentiments of our 
common humanity. We are sure that it will not 
appeal in vain to the instincts of both services. The 
nearest parallel of late years to the loss of the Huron 
is found in the Custer massacre, which caused an 
amount of suffering at the time very similar in its 
nature. On that occasion, both the Army and the 
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Navy united in donations towards the relief of the 
widows and orphans; and a handsome proportion of 
the fund came from the officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy. Now is the time for the officers and men 
of both services to help the needy once more, and we 
are sure the Army will not be round wanting in 
generosity to the widows and orphans of the sister 
service. 








From Commissary General MacFEELY’s statistics of 
the operations of the Subsistence Department of the 
Army during the year, it appears that the purchase 
of supplies on credit, caused by the failure of the 
Army Appropriation Bill in Congress, has caused less 
trouble than might have been anticipated. The only 
instances of excessive prices being charged were in 
Montana, by the generous frontiersmen who furnished 
supplies to Howarp’s men in pursuit of JosEPH. 
These gentlemen seem to-havefearnestly labored to 
turn an honest penzy from the necessities of their 
defenders. The report recommends,that more care 
be taken in future in the selection of commissary 
sergeants, and that they be selected from any of the 
enlisted men of the Army, including commissary 
clerks and others whose experience points them out 
as fitted for the special duties involved. 





Paymaster General ALvorp urges the entire repeal 
of the provisions of law forbidding the payment of 
mileage for travel over so-called “free roads,” on 
account of the hardship which they work on officers 
having baggage, which is not allowed free on such 
roads. He also advocates legislation to establish the 
life-annuity scheme advocated by General Fry for 
the benefit of the families of Army officers. It is to 
be hoped that Congress may try this scheme at an 
early date. 





Surgeon General Barnes reports that the difter- 
ence between the number of cases of sickness in 
white and colored troops respectively during the 
year has been as 1725 of the whites to 2095 of the 
colored soldiers, in proportion to their strength. 
The deaths have been 11 per 1,000, whites; 15 per 
1,000, colored. Discharges for disability have been 
82 whites to 28 colored in every thousand. But two 
cases of yellow fever, both ending in recovery, are 
reported for the Army, to 876 deaths among citizens 
in the vicinity of Savannah, the only place where the 
disease appeared. The difference was owing to a 
prompt removal of Co. D, 5th Artillery, from the 
vicinity of the infected post. No sanitary recom- 
mendations are made in the report. 








Coneress has voted to take a recess from Satur- 
day, December 15th, to January 10th. No business 
of importance to the Service has thus far been trans- 
acted beyond the introduction of bills, to which we 
shall refer hereafter, In considering the Deficiency 
Bill, the House rejected an amendment proposed by 
the Senate proViding for the publication of the 
official records of both the Union and Confederate 
Armies. 

SENATOR SARGENT, of California, has reported to 
the Senate with amendments, the House bill for the 
relief of the sufferers by the wreck of the United 
States steamer Huron. The amendment provides that 
there shall be paid to the heirs of those lost on the 
steamer a sum equal to one year’s sea pay to the 
person lost, to the heirs of Captain J. J. Guthrie, of 
the life saving service, a sum equal to his compen- 
sation for one year, and to the heirs of those of the 
steamer B. and J. Baker, who were lost in an attempt 
to save those of the Huron, the sum of $100. The 
provision of the bill to pay the surviving officers of the 
Huron $1,000 each and other survivors $100 was leit 
as it came from the House of Representatives. The 
amendment was agreed to and the bill passed. 








A WASHINGTON despatch states that Lieutenant 
Butuis’s party and that of Captain Youna, 8th Cay- 
alry, which started on a raid of the Indian marau- 
ders over the Rio Grande, have both returned in 
safety, having made some captures of Indians. Both 
the House and Senate have during the week _passed 
resolutions and appointed committees to investigate 
the border troubles. When these committees report 
we shall have more light on the question of peace or 
war. The most efficient guarantee of peace is the 
fact that some twenty-five hundred American troops 


‘ are on the border, a force nearly as large as that 


with which Tarior fought his first campaign. 


death of General Benjamin Huger on the 7th Decem- 
ber. The General, who was a distinguished officer of 
the Confederate service, graduated from West Point in 
1825 and entered the 3d Artillery. After seven years’ 
service he was promoted to be captain of ordnance, 
and subsequently made chief of ordnance to General 
Scott’s Army 1847-8, during the Mexican war, having 
charge of the siege train at Vera Cruz. He was 
breveted major, lieutenant-colonel and colonel for his 
conduct at Vera Cruz, Molino del Rey, and Chepulte- 
pec, and promoted to major of ordnance February 15, 
1855. He served in command of various arsenals till 
April 22, 1861, when he resigned to enter the Confede- 
rate service, where he became a major-general. At 
the close of the war he retired to civil life, and 
remained quietly at home till his death. 








Some of the dailies make much of a statement that 
Master Conway was rebuked by Admiral Rodgers for 
appearing before the Court of Inquiry, on the Huron 
disaster, in citizen’s attire, when he had lost all his 
clothes with the vessel. To call his attention to the 
Regulations was the duty of the President of the 
Court, but without doubt his excuse was accepted as 
sufficient, as was a similar excuse, under like ci1cum- 
stances, as recorded by Captain Marryat, in his vera- 
cious history of ‘‘ Peter Simple.” 








WE take pleasure in acknowledging the receipt from 
Gen. Howard of a file of his special field orders, while 
on the march after the Nez Percés, ranging from Nos, 
62 to 76 inclusive, and closing October 16. They show 
from their neatness of typography no trace of the 
tremendous strain brought on the command by the 
long march, and are therein striking instances of the 
power of modern civilization to overcome material 
obstacles. One or two we quote from the mass, which 
is generally composed of routine orders now of no 
special interest. No. 69 shows how resolute in the 
pursuit Gen. Howard was, with horses broken down 
and men exhausted, at the time when his only 
vailable means were the 7th Cavalry. He says: 
“Col. 8. D. Sturgis, 7th Cavalry, after turning over 
the command to the senior officer present with his 
regiment, will proceed with his headquarters, by 
steamer, to his proper post, there to make arrange- 
ments for the present and prospective needs of his 
regiment. To insure against the escape of the Nez 
Percé prisoners and prevent their recapture by the 
hostile Sioux under Sitting Bull, the senior officer pre- 
sent with the 7th Cavalry is hereby directed to report 
with that regiment for duty with Col. Nelson A. Miles, 
5th Infantry.” Had it not been for this order Miles 
might never have struck Joseph with the success he 
did. The next order shows how prompt Howard was 
to support Miles without jealousy of his success. 
Miles’s command was in a helpless state for w<1t of 
surgeons and medical supplies. Howard says i No. 
74; ‘*Surgeon Charles T. Alexander, U. 8. A., is 
hereby relieved from duty as chief medical officer of 
the expedition against hostile Nez Percé Indians, and 
will report to Col. Nelson A. Miles, 5th Infantry, to 
take charge of the wounded with his command. After 
accompanying the wounded to Fort Buford, D. T., or 
if necessary, to Bismarck, D. T., Surgeon Alexander 
will joia his proper station at Portland, Oregon, via 
St. Paul, Minnesota, and report to his department 
commander.” The last order is interesting as showing 
the possible approach of scurvy to the troops. No. 
76 runs thus: ‘* Upon the recommendation of the 
medical officer in charge, the troops of this command 
will receive, in addition to their regular ration, one 
pound of potatoes to each ration, until the arrival of 
the troops at Omaha. The acting commissary of 
subsistence is hereby authorized to purchase a sufii- 
cient quantity of potatoes to make this issue.” The 
main interest of all these orders now is in showing 
how methodical, systematic and complete was Gen. 
Howard’s pursuit, and how ready he was to support 
others, so long as the end in view was attained. 








Our readers will remember, that at a congress, held 
at Chester Military Academy, a year ago, tlie officers 
of the Aimy on detail as military professors, advo- 
cated the importance of obligatory drills, a uniform, 
and the appointment of meritorious cadets to commis- 
sions as second lieutenants. Col. Carrington, the pre- 
siding officer of the congress, stated the difficulties in 
the way of a true development of military study, even 
in colleges which had applied for the details.

THE London Naval and Military Gazette says that the 
British naval attaché at Washington, Rear-Admiral 
William Gore Jones, C. B., has forwarded a report 
upon the qualities of anthracite coal which is largely 
used in the Navy of the United States, and the atten- 
tion of superintendents of dockyards has been drawn 
to the statements it contains. T'he coal is smokeless, 
does not pulverize or deteriorate very much by storing; 
is very cleanly for the boiler tubes and the ship gene- 
rally; and is free from spontaneous combustion. On 
the other hand its combustion is very slow, especially 
in getting up steam; it requires special mechanical 
adaptations; is one-eighth heavier, and will cause 
corresponding displacement; has one-sixth refuse, one- 
half of which is clinker, while soft coal has only one- 
eighth reiuse, the greater portion being ash; its scoria 
or clinker adheres to the bars, and it throws greater 
work upon the stokers. In his summing up, Admiral 
Jones states that the absence,of smoke and the cleanli- 
ness of anthracite coal seem to point it out as peculiarly 
adapted for men-of-war in ordinary times, especially 
for fleet manceuvres; and in war the absence of smoke 
would at times be of great value to vessels serving as 
the eyes of the fleet. These advantages, however, 
must be purchased by considerable diminution of 8 
and a great loss of time in getting up steam. Admiral 
Jones adds that ‘‘ as high speed is unquestionably the 
first desideratum in a man-of-war, and as in this 
respect there can be no guestion of the superiority of 
the soft coal over the anthracite, and as blowers are 
found so troublesome that they have been abandoned 
in the American Service except in the monitors, I 
think the advisability of generally using anthracite is 
open to very grave consideration.” 








REPRESENTATIVE B. W. Harris, of the Naval 
Committee, is preparing a plan for tne creation of a 
new navy, the N. Y. 77ibune informs us, In outline 
it is as follows: He proposes to provide for the 
appointment of a board of competent engineers and 
naval constructors, whose duty it shall be to ~~ 
intend the building of this navy according to a defi- 
nite plan. The entire cost is to be $50,000,000, of 
which $5,000,000 is to be appropriated annually. 
No further appropriations are to be made for the 
repair of old vessels, if the cost of such repairs would 
exceed 40 per cent. of the original cost of the veesel. 
The Tribune also reports that the Secretary of the 
Navy has directed the Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair to furnish him with the esti- 
mates of the cost of building a fleet of flat boats, 
drawing not more than thirty inches of water, to be 
used on the Rio Grande. Each boat will be required 
to carry an armement of howitzers, and to be fur- - 
nished with suitable defensive works on deck. It is 
also proposed to increase the naval force in the 
vicinity of the mouth of the Rio Grande. These 
measures are simply precautionary. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the N. Y. Tribune asserts 
that James Spencer, who is believed to have been 
the last survivor of that remarkable combat between 
the American ship Hesez and the English ships 
Cherub and Phoebe, in Valparaiso harbor, in 1814, 
was consigned to a nameless grave not long since 
and the writer inquires if any one will contribute 
money to buy a headstone, that ‘‘the name of a 
brave seaman may be rescued from oblivion.” 


Ow1ne to the miscarriage of a paragraph between 
the editor and the printer, we have omitted to an- 
nounce that Capt. Clark H. Wells, U.S.N., was re- 
lieved irom the command of the League Island Navy- 
yard, Nov. 1, by Commodore Peirce Crosby, U.S.N., 
for the reason that he had been on shore duty for the 
full term of three years, at the League Island and 
Philadelphia Navy-yards. 





WASHINGTON correspondents state that an attack is 
to be made at once upon the Army in the House, with 
a view to effect its reduction in number to 15,000. This 
will emanate mainly from some members who have 
heretofore assailed it under the leadership of Mr. 
Blackburn, of Kentucky, and it is thought that Gen. 
Banning, chairman of the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, does not support this movement. Such a 
reduction would be beaten in the Senate; but should it 
pass there it is taken for granted that the President 
would veto the measure, after which it could not get a 
two-thirds vote of the House.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF SITTING BULL. 


Another contribution to the Sitting Bull literature 
comes from the Abbé Martin, superior of a convent of 
missionary priests in Spencer County, Indiana, who 
has been interviewed by the St. Louis Glode- Democrat. 
The Abbé, it seems, went after Sitting Bull to induce 
him to surrender and was guided to his camp by an 
escort of Sioux warriors. He says that he was kindly 
treated and hospitably welcomed, the Indians having a 
great reverence for priests, and recognizing their black 
stoles as a badge of practical Cbristianity exhibited by 
no other class of missionaries. The Abbé speaks 
enthusiastically of the beauty of the country over the 
border, and thinks Sitting Bull wise to stay there. 
While in the Sioux camp he had several talks with 
Sitting Bull and other warriors about the events of the 
Custer campaign. Of the massacre the Indians spoke 
freely, not in a boasting way, but as a providential 
event ordered by the Great Spirit. Their theory was 
that the white men were coming to kill them and their 
equaws, but that the Great Spirit put it in their way to 
completely overpower the whites and killthem. Sit- 
ting Bull and his warriors said there had been no such 
fight as bad been described in the American papers. 

he soldiers were too tired to fight. Their horses 
were broken down by hard travel and no food, and 
they had been so long in the saddle that they were 
overcome by sleep. ‘The Sioux fell upon them six to 
one. The soldiers were completely surprised, sur- 
rounded, terror-stricken. Their annibilation was the 
work of only a few minutes. But few shots were fired. 
**Our powder was scarce,” said Sitting Bull, ‘‘ and we 
killed the soldiers with our war clubs. We did this to 
save ammunition. The soldiers could not fight; they 
were too tired; they were killed so quick they did not 
have time to fight us.” 

Concerning General Custer Sitting Bull said none of 
the Sioux knew him or recognized him in the fight. 
He was killed like the rest, and neither be nor any of 
his officers had time to make resistance. The loss of 
the Sioux was trifling, the soldiers firing only a few 
shots. He nor none of the warriors knew Custer per- 
sonally, nor did they recognize any person as leader of 
the soldiers. They did not know Custer as ‘‘ Long 
Hair.” Neither he nor any other soldier had time to 
kill the Sioux warriors. Sitting Bull and other braves 
were able to describe some of the dead bodies where 
the peculiarities were marked. The Abbé talked to 
the young warrior who killed Lieutenant Sturgis. 
The identity of Sturgis was established because he was 
the only uniformed officer who had no beard—that 
was so young that his beard had not yet had time to 
develop, having certain peculiar marks on his face and 
head, and articles of jewelry taken from his clothing, 
which left no doubt of his mye Other officers 
were identified after death by similar circumstances, 
but the fight was so quick and decisive that there was 
no time to distinguish the officers from the men. Sit- 
ting Bull said that he had eleven days’ warning of the 
approach of the soldiers, and that he was fully pre- 
pared to annihilate them. 

The Abbé says that there is no truth in the stories 
afloat concerning the origin and education of Sitting 
Bull. It is not true that be could speak French or any 
other language except the Sioux. He could not speak 
and did not understand a syllable of English or 
French, and bad never received any education. He 
was proud that he knew nothing of the language and 
customs of the } face, and avoided learning them. 
He obtained and maintained supremacy over his tribe 
simply by superior natural cunning. One secret of 
Sitting Bull’s long continued popularity is his extreme 
reserve and apparent humility. He is among the 

rest of his tribe. He lost his tent in crossing the 
issouri River, and when he arrived on British soil he 
had no shelter for himself and family. He obtained a 
small tent, the shabbiest in the village, in which he, 
his wife and five children and his unmarried sister, a 
mature maiden fifty years of age, lived. He was also 
very devout, according to the savage idea of devotion, 
and this quality won him respect. He observed with 
strict fidelity all the ceremonies of his pagan religion, 
such as the sun dance and the new moon dance. He 
worships the sun, the moon and earth, and believes 
that he hears the voice of God in the wind and the 
roar of waters. Whiskey he looks upon as the drink 
of evil spirits and will not taste it. He is as unosten- 
tatious in bis marner as he is simple in his habits. He 
exicts no deferential treatment and lays no claim to 
being chief, though he is implicitly obeyed. He treats 
his wife and children with consideration, and does not 
believe that one man should have more than one wife, 
though some of his braves have two and even more. 
In appearance Sitting Bull is not unlike the ordinary 
Indian, except that he bears some external evidences 
of greater cunning than his associ&ites. fie is fifty 
= of age, but his hair is still as black as a crow. 
is eye is\as keen as the eagle’s, and he is the most ex- 
rt rifleman of all the Sioux. Itis said of him that 
is aim is so sure that no man at whom bis rifle has 
been pointed has escaped. It is believed by the young 
braves that the Great Spirit has ordained that Sitting 
Bali cannot shoot at a white man without killing him. 
He is also the best bowman of his tribe, and often uses 
the arrow in battle and in the chase. 


General Terry has written the following letter to 
the Secretary of War from his Department: 


Sm: On my recent visit to Fort Walsh I was accompanied by 
a young half breed named Baptiste Shane, who acted as inter- 

reter for the Commission to meet Sitting Bull. After we had 
left Fort Waleh and were on our way to Fort Buford, he informed 
me that last spring he was in Sitting Bull’s camp, and there met 
a white man, who said that his name was Martin Ryan; that he 
had been a corporal in the 7th Cavalry; that he was taken 
prisoner in the action of June 25, 1876; that he had been held as 
a prisoner ever since that time, althou he had made several 
attempts to escape. Shane also said that while talking to this 
man he was interrupted by Sitting Bull, who ordered him away 
from the lodge in which they were conversing, and that this man 
Ryes. is kept ted by Indians, 80 a8 to be recog- 
le as a white man, and is married to a daughter of Spot 
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- Shane is, I think, a truthful and trustworthy young man, 
and, moreover, a reference to the list of killed wounded, n 
the action of June 25, 1876, shows that Ryan, of Com- 
pany C, 7th Cavalry, was reported as killed. 

I respectfully su t that a demand be made on the proper 
authorities for the release of this man from imprisonment, and 
his restoration to his country.

Secretary McCrary st once sent a copy of General 
Terry’s statement to the Secretary of State, with the 
following letter: 

To the Honorable the Secretary of State: 

Str: I have the honor to transmit for your action a copy.of a 

letter from Brigadier-General A. H. Terry, relative to the 
reported capture of Corporal Ryan, of the 7th Cavalry, in the 
engagement of June 25, 1876, and his retention in captivity by 
Sitting Bull, and beg to request that you will cause the matter 
to be investigated, and if the facts are preven to be as alleged, 
that a demand be made on the proper authorities for the release 
of this man from imprisonment. Very respectfully, your 
obedient servant, Grorer W. McCrary, Secretary of War. 
, Secretary Evarts has addressed a letter on the sub- 
ject to Sir Edward Thornton, at the British Legation, 
who in turn has communicated with the Governor 
General of Canada, under whose supervision Sitting 
Bull now lives, and through him Major Walsh will be 
instructed to ascertain in some way if this remarkable 
story is true, and if such a man is held by Sitting Bull, 
to demand his release. 


THE INDIAN STAMPEDE. 


The Sioux City Journal states that the recent telegram 
from Washington in regard to there having been a 
stampede among the moving Indians was true, only 
the number was too small, there having been 2,000 
instead of 1,700 as reported. They left Spotted Tail’s 
band November 14 and went over to Red Cloud’s band, 
staying «bout a week, and it was this that ran the 
latter body short of rations. The Indians that 
stampeded belong to the Minneconjous and other 
northern tribes, and when they left the Red Cloud 
band they said they would go up to Cheyenne Agency 
and stay there this winter, but that they would not 
return to the Spotted Tail party. They have since 
been heard of among the hills above the Yellow Medi- 
cine, and it is altogether likely there is a considerable 
amount of suffering among them, for they had no 
rations to amount to anything and there is nothing in 
the country to support them. If they go to Cheyenne 
Agency there will not be enough provender there to 
spare them any great amount, and the probability is 
that they will have to be driven down by force to New 
Spotted Tail Agency at the mouth of the Niobrara, 
where arrangements have been made for supplying 
them. The bad weather of winter will probably make 
them somewhat more tractable than they would be in 
less rigorous seasons of the year, which fact was taken 
into account by Gen. Sheridan in determining the date 
of the removal of Spotted Tail and Red Cloud to the 
Missouri, and the circumstances show the wisdom of 
bis plan. 








MASSACHUSETTS NAVAL HEROES. 


Tue following letter from Hon. G. V. Fox, Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Navy under Mr. Lincoln’s 
administration, will prove of interest to our raders. 
It is valuable as presenting facts very little known to 
the country at large: 

Hon. F. O. Prince, Mayor of Boston; 

DEAR Sir: The Army and Navy monument on 
Boston Common, which was planned by a previous 
city government, «nd dedicated on the 17th of Septem- 
ber last, is now an object of continual examination by 
citizens and strangers. ‘There are four bas-reliefs of 
bronze on its respective faces, to which I desire to call 
your attention. Two are appropriated to the Army, 
one to the sanitary commission of the Army, and the 
fourth to the Navy. On these are some seventy to 
eighty human figures, every one of which, the sculptor 
informs me, is a portrait, but not one, even on the 
naval bas-relief, represents any Regular or Volunteer 
officer or sailor of the Navy or of the Marine Corps. 
The inscription reads— 


‘** To the men of Boston who died for their country on 
land and sea in the war which kept the Union 
whole, destroyed slavery and maintained the 
Constitution, the grateful city has built this monu- 
ment that their example may speak to coming 
generations.” 

The key to the bas-reciefs is to be published in a 
‘*monument book” which the city government has 
ordered to be printed. Iam ignorant of these names, 
and I refrain from commenting on the action of the 
city government which selected them. I only wis) to 
remark upon tbe absence of the men of the Navy, 
who, by shedding thcir blood, purchased a right to be 
there. And I desire to give a brief sketch of our 
naval history, which is part of that of Boston and 
Massachusetts, and bring to your notice the names of 
some of the naval heroes of this Commonwealth, 
hoping thereby to awaken sufficient interest to cause 
the substitution of another bas-relief to represent the 
Navy. Wintbrop’s Journal mentions the building of 
an armed vessel on the ‘‘ Mistick” as early as 1632, to 
suppress piracy. In 1645 a man-of-war was built at 
Cambridge, which mounted fourteen guns. In 1690, 
when Boston had less than 7,000 inhabitants, an ex- 
pedition was sent out which captured Port Royal in 
Acadie, and this was followed by one sent into the St 
Lawrence, composed of forty vessels, the largest of 
which carried forty-four guns. In the early part of 
the eighteenth century Massachusetts and Boston bore 
more than their share of the burden imposed by the 
wars between France and England. In 1745 one of 
the largest expeditions of the cen‘ury left this harbor 
and succeeded in wresting from France the important 
fortress of Louisburg. in May, 1775, the first naval 
operations of the Revolutionary war commenced in 
Boston Harbor between the colonists and beleaguered 
British troops for the possession of the hay and cattle 
on the islands. The first commission given to any per- 





signed by the Governor of Massachusetts in favor of 
Captain O’Brien, for the capture of the Margaretta 
from the English, in June, 1775. It was this year that 
the armed vessels of Massachusetts and other colonies 
were merged into a colonial Navy, whose creation and 
organization was largely due to the wisdom and com- 
manding influence of John Adams. It took the sea 
immediately against England, with such manly 
enterprise, though she had four hundred armed 
ships, and such was its activity that it not 
only sustained itself, chiefly by captures from the 
enemy, but it brougbt in, from this source, timely and 
indispensable supplies for the Continental army. In 
1776 it crossed the ocean and attacked the commerce of 
Great Britain within cannon sound of its shores, and 
there it remained during the yar, raising the rates of 
insurance to 25 per cent., and even 10 per cent. between 
Dover and Calais. At one period the panic was so 
great in England that as many as forty ships were 
loading in the Thames under the French flag. The 
effect of these successes strengthened our financial 
credit in Eurore, influenced the friendly action of 
France, and aided materially to the establishment of 
the eolonies as an independent nation. 

At the close of the eighteenth century and beginning 
of this, the Navy of the United States was in the 
Mediterranean, fighting the infidel in beha!f of civiliza- 
tion, and with so favorable a termination that the pope 
declared this young republic had done more for 
Christendom against the barbarian than all Europe 
combined. In June, 1812, the United States declared 
war against Great Britain, because «f ber ‘‘ orders in 
council,” imprisonment of our sailors, and general 
hostility to our Union, shown in an attempt to dis- 
member it. The American Navy consisted at this 
time of seventeen vessels, whilst England had one 
thousand. This disparity did not prevent our ships 
from going out boldly and attacking the enemy on the 
ocean, but it limited the operations there, substantiaily, 
to a series of encounters between individual ships. The 
brilliant success of the Uni ed States Navy in these 
contests should not be measured by the vessels sunk 
and captured, or the prisoners brought in, but by the 
fact that an arrogant power, which prided herself upon 
great personal prowess, was met and defeated upon her 
own element, with weapons she selected for the com- 
bat. In 1815 the Navy was compelling Algiers to 
abstain from piracy. From 1820 to 1825 it was engaged 
in clearing the West Indies of pirates. In 1846-47 it 
blockaded the two shores of Mexico, seized several of 
her ports and gave an effectual co-operation to all mili- 
tary operations near the coast. 

When the Civil war commenced, the Navy was 
divided against itself, though not to the extent of the 
military and civil departments of the Government, but 
sufficiently to demoralize its affairs and multiply’ the 
difficulties of directing it. A blockade was required 
to be established along a coast line of thirty-five hun- 
dred and forty-nine miles, which had one hundred and 
eighty-nine harbor or river openings; there were two 
thousand miles of sounds, bayous and inlets to be 
watched, and a river navigation of thirty-six hundred 
and fifteen miles, upon which a new Navy was to be 
launched and fought. Forces which had received no 
discussion in this country and no practical trial in 
Europe, were perfected under fire, and the personnel 
of the Navy, notwithstanding desertions, recruited its 
ranks with volunteers,and more than upheld the ancient 
traditions. It is unnecessary to recall to your memory 
that series of successful naval operations whose pur- 
pose through those eventful four years aimed at the 
isolation of the States in rebellion. The South, as 
well as every thoughtful student of history, will bear 
witness that the stringency of the blockade rendered 
the financial credit of the Southern States impossible, 
and that this fact assured their final defeat, though the 
lives of her brave sons were staked with the 
recklessness of a gambler. Massachusetts fur- 
nished more than her proportion of persons to 
the Navy during the Rebeilion, as was the fact in pre- 
vious wars, though her preponderating influence was 
due not so much to this as to the _ intellec- 
tual and pbysical activity of her people. Of 
the eighty-eight persuns who composed the Navy 
Department when the civil strife was at its height, 
fourteen were from Massachusetis. Of the 2,225 
Regular officers 210 were from Massachusetts. Of the 
5,363 Volunteer otlicers 816 were from Massachusetts, 
and of the 45,000 men 23,810 were credited to this 
Btate, 9,264 of whom were credited to Boston. 


Among the names of the sons of this Commonwealth 
who died ‘‘in the war which kept the Union whole,” 
you will find Commodore G. J. Van Brunt, Com- 
mander Richard Wainwright, Lieut. Francis Winslow, 
Fleet Surgeon J. L. Fox, Lieut. Charies H. Swasey, 
Commander Jonathan M. Wainwright, Surgeon J. H. 
Otis, Acting Volunteer Lieut. J. P. Couthouy, Surgeon 
© H. ht gy eg nee Surgeon Wm. rien sng 
Jr., Acting Master James Folger, Acting Master 
Thomas L. Peterson, Acting Ensign Thomas Stephens 
and Gunner Jacob Amee. There are many other 
Massachusetts names which bring to mind some gallant 
achievement or else severe and faithful service during 
the Rebellion. Among them are Rear-Admiral Henry 
Knox Thatcher, Commodore Charles H. B. 
Caliwell, Commander John Downes _ (dead), 
Commander T. O. Selfridge, Jr., Lieut. Wm. P. 
Randall, Paymaster Francis H. Swan, Chief Engineers 
Chas. H. Loring and Chas. H. Baker, and now in civil 
life, Lieut.-Commander John 8S. Barnes, Volunteer 
Lieut..Commander Wm. C. Rogers, and Volunteer 
Lieuts. Edward F. Devens and Wm. G. Saltonstall. 
I.should add very much to this protracted letter if I 
attempted to embrace all the worthy sons of this 
Commonwealth. But there are some ‘‘men of 
Boston” whose naval careers are so conspicuous that 
the omissicn of their ettigies from the first monument 
which ‘‘ the grateful city” has built tothe Navy, seems 
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Rear-Admiral Charles Henry Davis was born at 
16 Somerset street, Boston. He served in the Navy 
more than fifty years. In the late war he was chief of 
staff to Rear-Admiral Dupont at the capture of Port 
Royal, 8. C., chief of a bureau in the Navy Depart- 
ment, commander of the Western flotilla when it 
destroyed that of the enemy above Memphis, Tenn., in 
1862, founder of the Nautical Almanac, hydrographer, 
gentleman, Christian. 

Rear-Admiral Joseph Smith, chief of a bureau during 
the Rebellion, could not go afloat on account of age 
and a wound received from a British bullet, but his 
large experiencs, wise counsel and integrity of 
character were of great benefit to the Department. 
His eldest son, Commander Albert N. Smith, died from 
disease contracted during the war. Lieutenant Joseph 
B. Smith, the youngest son, was killed on board the 
Congress in Hampton Roads in the fight with the 
Merrimre. Aji the male members of this family, citi- 
zens ot Massachusetts, gave their lives to the country. 

Rear-Admiral John A. Winslow commanded the 
famous corvette Kearsarge, named from the beautiful 
mountain which overlooks North Conway, in New 
Hampshire. On the 19th of June, 1864, during the 
forenoon of a beautiful Sabbath day, he sunk the 
Alabama, whose successful career thus far represent: d 
the wishes of the two governments between whose 
shores she was destroyed. He was acitizen of Roxbury 
Highlands at the time of his death. 

Cenandder George U. Morris was accidentally in 
command of the Cumberland when she was sunk by 
the Merrimac, March 7, 1862. The novelty of his posi- 
tion, and the success of the first steam ram and iron- 
clad combined in breaking in the side of his vessel and 
ensuring her destruction, would have stunned a less 
heroic sov], but it stimulated him to increase the fire 
of his battery, and his ship went down in such a blaze 
of fire that itseemed to be too awful for reality, but 
rather a magnificent dramatic spectacle, between which 
and the beholder the curtain slowly descended. Thie 
founs commander was born within the present city 
imits of Boston, and was the son of Commodore 
Charles Morris, the Washington of the Navy, and a 
lineal descendant of Richard Morris, who came to 
Boston in 1630, and succeeded to the command of the 
first fort built to protect this harbor. 

Commander Cushing was not born in Boston, but 
his ancestors on both sides belong in Massachusetts. 
His father was a native of Plymouth county, where 
his grandfather was a Judge, and the Cushing family 
have resided there for many generations. On his 
mother’s side the family are Bostonians, and seven 
generations of them are now lying in the Granary 
burying ground. When the Rebellion commenced he 
was seventeen and a half years of age, and twenty-one 
and a half whenitclosed. His exploits during this 

riod have no parallel in the history of any avy. 

hey make him worthy to be represented in bronze, 
sitting at the feet of Farragut, with Danton’s famous 
motto as an inscription for both: ‘‘ L’audace et encore 
de Vaudace et toujours de l'audace.” At the carital of 
South Carolina, in front of the State House, there is 
& monument which preserves in bronze the names of 
all the officers and all the privates belonging to the 
Palmetto regiment who died during the Mexican war. 
In this way ‘* their example speaks to coming genera- 
tions,” and their descendants behold with affectionate 
pride the concern with which the State keeps their 
memory. It will be a so:rowful sight to see the 
mothers, widows and orphans of these naval heroes of 
Boston and Massachusetts to whom ‘‘ the grateful city” 
has consecrated this shaft, gathered at its base, on the 
very spot where their sacrifice was supposed to have 
been recorded and commemorated, searching in vain 
for the loved ones who left their arms to die for the 
Union.

THE BATTLE LISTS. 


Tue Inter-Ccean publishes a letter from Secretary 
McCrary to Hon. Jas. &. Wilson, of Iowa, on the sub- 
ject of the removal of names of battles from the Army 
Register. The Secretary says: ‘‘ You very properly 
ask me to explain to you the ressons for the order, 
and I cheerfully comply with your request, apprecia- 
ting fully the friendly spirit in which it is made. For 
several years effurts have been in progress for revision 
of the Army Register in this respect, with a view to 
perfectly fair treatment of all regiments. This work 
of revision is not yet finished. 1 have given orders to 
complete it as soon as practicable, so that an edition 
of the Register containing correct lists of battles may 
be issued at an early day. In the opinion of the Gene- 
ral of the Army, in which I concur, it was not practi- 
cable to complete this work in time for the edition of 
the Register now in press, and, consequently, upon 
his recommendation, the order for the publication of 
these lists was temporarily suspended, not revoked. 

“ The necessity for this revision grew out of the fact 
that the lists of battles as heretofore published were 
not prepared upon any uniform plan. The Register 
should contain, under'each regiment, a list of battles 
in which the regiment has been engaged, but the diffi- 
culty has been to determine what engagements are to be 
regarded as batiles, within the meaning of the order. 
Great diversity of opinion has existed upon this point, 
and also upon the question whether a battle in which 
only a part of the regiment was engaged—for instance, 
only one or two companies—should be included. It 
is not very important how these questions are decided, 
but it is of great importance, in order to prevent in- 
justice, that the same rule should be upplied to all 
regiments. This was notdone in preparing the lists as 
heretofore published, and hence the necessity for a 
careful revision. 

“ These lists were furnished by commanders of regi- 
ments, each acting upon his own judgment as to what 
was proper. Some, instead of,confining themselves to 





battles, included skirmishes, campaigns, and scouts. 
Others forwarded for insertion only battles—in the 
sense of engagements of importance. Some included 
only battles in which the entire regiment had been en- 
gaged, while others reported all battles and skirmishes 
in which any portion of the regiment had taken part. 

‘*Very numerous requests for amendments have 
been received since the lists were first published, and 
many complaints have naturally resulted from the 
want of a consistent rule to apply in all caseg. 

‘*Under these circumstances, on the recommenda- 
tion of the General of the Army, the order suspending 
the publication of the lists of battles was issued for the 
purpose of awaiting the establishment, through a 
board of officers or otherwise, of a proper rule or 
standard as the guide hereafter. 

**T need hardly say to you that I was surprised that 
any one should charge that the order was issued 
with a view to obliterate any part of the glorious record 
made by the Army in the war for the suppression of 
the Rebellion and the preservation of the Union.

RECEPTION To GENERAL HowarRpD.—An enthusiastic 
reception was given to Brig.-Gen. O. O. Howard, U. 
8. A., by the citizens of Portland,Oregon, on his return 
to that place after the close of the Nez Percé cam- 
paign. A more brilliant or successful affair had never 
taken place in Portland, and Turn Halle, where the 
reception took place, was at an early hour crowded in 
every part by the friends of the General, desirous to 
show their appreciation of his energy and capacity as 
displayed in the recent Indian campaign. General 
Howard, escorted by the Washington Guard and 
Emmett Guard, Oregon Militia, reached the hall a 
little before 8 P. M.,*’amid the booming of a salute of 
eleven guns, fired by the Portland Light Battery, and 
a brilliant display of fireworks. The hall itself had 
been tastefully decorated with flags, evergreens and 
rare plants, and on each side of the stage were the 
words “ Welcome Howard ” in large evergreen letters. 
On the stage were seated the Mayor, the members of 
the Committee of Arrangements and prominent citi- 
zens, General Howard being seated in the middle. 
The exercises were opened by a nationai air, played by 
the band of the 21st Infantry, which was seated in the 
gallery. Following this a quartette ‘‘ Welcome” was 
rendered in superb style by the Amphion Quartette 
Club, whereupon the Hen. J. W. Whalley delivered 
an address of welcome, reciting briefly the incidents of 
General Howard’s campaign, and paying a high com- 
pliment to the General and the officers and men of his 
command. General Howard responded in a neat 
speech, speaking briefly of the campaign and return- 
ing his thanks to the citizens of Portland for their 
hearty reception. ‘The General was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause, and at the close of his remarks 
three hearty cheers were given for him by the audience. 
A concert by the Richings Bernard Opera Troupe and 
the 21st Infantry band, at the New Market Theatre, 
closed the proceedings. Among the Army officers 
present were Colonel Wood, Lieuts. Sladen, Wilkin- 
son and Howard, of the General’s Staff; General Sully, 
Colonel Mason, Captains Miles, Pollock, Spurgin, 
Jocelyn, Boyle; Lieutenants Evans, Ebstein, Haughey, 
Pierce, E]tounhead, Cornman, Duncan and Farrow, of 
the 21st Infantry; Majors Wilson (Engineers), Weeks 
(Q. M:. Dept.), Bell (Subsistence Department), Euton, 
Canby, Fowler and Keefer (Pay Department), Sur- 
geons Bailey, Alexander and Hal! (Medical Depuart- 
ment), Captains Babbitt and Kress (Ordnance Depart- 
ment), General Babbitt, U. 8S. A.; Chaplain Collins 
and Lieut. Adams, ist Cavalry. The reception, from 
beginning to end, was a complete success, and confers 
gieat credit upon the originators. 








Miss Wrinstow, the young pianist, who made so 
successful a début at Union Hall in Boston on Monday, 
Nov. 26, after five years study in Stuttgart under 
Leebert and other celebrated teachers, is the daughter 
of Commander Francis Winslow, of the Navy, a 
gallant officer and estimable gentleman, who died of 
yellow fever during the late war in command of the 
U.S. R.R. Cuyler. ‘‘ He was in command of the U. S. 
8. Waterwitch, and was present when the squadron 
was driven from ,the head,,of the passes by the ram 
Manassas, on which occasion, by his coolness and 
gallant conduct, he covered himself and the little 
Waterwiich with glory.” In command of the Water- 
witch he captured the Anglo-rebel steamer J. H. Wilder 
under a heavy fire of musketry from a party of rebels 
on the beach, and made several other captures of 
valuable cargoes. He was a great grandson of Gene- 
ral Stark of Revolutionary fame, and a cousin of the 
late Rear-Admiral Winslow of Kearsarge fame. 





A pespatcH from Washington reports that a 
cowardly attack was made by two contractors upon 
Lieutenant Hoxie, of the Engineers, who is the officer 
in charge of street improvements in the District. He 
had condemned some of the work of these ccntrac- 
tors, and been sustained in it by the Commissioners. 
The two men went into his office,where they found him 
seated at his desk. They struck him while thus 
seated, following up their advantage by dealing him 
several heavy blows. They were arrested. 








Reports from England of recent trials with the 
Whitehead torped», from H.M.S. Zemeraire, prove 
that the projectile is reasonably accurate if fired from 
the broadside when the ship is not going over 7 knots, 
or from the bow tubes of » stationary vessel. Those 
fired from the bow tubes of a vessel in motion always 
cross the ship’s bow and go off on the port tack with 
no certainty of angle. Altogether John Bull seems to 
be far from satisfied with his new fish torpedo. 





FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Tue “American rifles used by the Turks, says the 
London Times correspondent at the Russian headquar- 
ters in Bulgaria, have a tremendous range. “I have 
seen dug out of a hard clay bank bullets which had 
penetrated sixteen inches after traversing a distance of 
over 2,000 yards.” 

THE total number of general officers in the British 
army, exclusive of five field marshals, has this year 
reached the number of 1,391. Of these, 614 are on the 
retired list. The Line and Guards contain on the fixed 
establishment 63 generals, 93 lieutenant-generals and 
156 major-generals. The staff and Indian officers make 
up the balance. * 

Cot. Sm Henry Havetocs, M.P., who has of 
late been acting as military correspondent of the Lon- 
don Zimes at the seat of war on the Danube, passed 
through Bucharest .at the end of November. en route 
for England. Col. Maitland, British Military Attaché, 
arrived at Shipka about the same time. Baker Pasha 
has been appointed to the command of Mehemet Ali’s 
cavalry at Sophia. 

.A TELEGRAM from Tiflis states that Gen. Ter, 
has iustalled a Governor for the district of Bayazid, 
who has retained all the Turkish officials in their posts 
who took the oath to the Czar, Many Turkish 
villages, it is added, ask for Russian military protec- 
tion, because the Kurds have begun to pillage even in 
Mahomedan districts, 

A NEW pattern leather pouch has been approved for 
use by staff sergeants of British mnfantry to carry 
revolver ammunition, and also by pioneers to 
spikes for disabling guns. Strictly speaking, the pouc 
is not of new pattern, as it is merely an adaptation of 
the ‘‘ sea service” pouch introduced some time since. 

THE United Service Gazette, of London, says that the 
Devastation is most decidedly not the kind of vessel to 
keep uny one in for along period. Noone with any 
love of his profession would, if he could avoid it, serve 
in such a marine monster, which can only be looked 
upon as a disagreeable necessity ofthe age. The men 
grow rusty, and lose that smartness which is conspi- 
cuous in ships with masts and yards; and owing to the 
want of those exercises aloft which tend to keep them 
alive, and encourage a healthy spirit of emulation, 
there is but little opportunity for the good hands to 
distinguish themselves from those whose sole object is 
to do just as little as will keep them clear of the de- 
faulters’ book, 


THe other day, says an Indian contemporary, a 
Mahomedan presented a petition in Arabic to the 
cantonment magistrate of Mooltan, praying that “‘ the 
lock and key of the English Raj in India should be 
handed to him,” as he said the time had arrived when 
it was no longer the wish and pleasure of the Almighty 
to permit the English to rule India. He said he had 
written the petition under inspiration. The magistrate 
inquired whether the man was in his senses, and the 
petitioner replied he was, and wanted to enter at once 
into the proof of bis sanity by showing that he could 
read, write, eat and drink. He was given into custody 
and his case was to come on for hearing after he had 
been examined by the civil surgeon. 

CapTAIN BouRBAKI, cousin of the well-known gene- 
ral, has been killed in a duel which was recently fought 
at Athens. The two adversaries (M. Dokos was the 
other) were placed aft forty paces apart, each having 
the right to approach ten steps towards his opponent 
before he fired. In less than five minutes four shots 
were exchanged without effect. The seconds then 
attempted for the last time to bring about a reconcilia- 
tion, but in vain. When the duel was resumed Cap- 
tain Bourbaki uttered a groan, pressed his hands to his 
breast, and fell dead without a word. The ball pene- 
trated between the fifth and sjxth ribs, passed through 
the.heart, and emerged at the back. 


A story is going the rounds, says Naval and Mili- 
tary Gazelte, which, if not strictly vero, is at avy rate 
ben trovato, and too good to be lost.

A NATIONAL BIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


Suvce the publication in the Anmy anD Navy Jounnat of 
our articles on the mistaken policy of the ‘* National Rifle 
Association of America” in regard to the International 
Match, some weeks have elapsed, and the directors of that 
body, resting their claims to the title on an order of a State 
court, have contented themselves with a policy of passive 
resistance. Without attempting to defend their action on 
tenable grounds, they seem to have imagined that a con- 
stant reiteration of the words ‘‘ National Rifle Association 
of America,” and the fact that a State court had granted 
them the right to use that empty title, gave them a right 
to dictate to all the riflemen of every State in the Union 
what should or should not be done in matters concerning 
all. Ignoring the fact that no local court or legislature 
could by its action bind the whole country, their ruling 
spirits have constantly maintained the paradoxical theory 
that they are national in authority but incapable of afford- 
ing to the clubs of other States any representation in mat- 
ters conceraing all alike. . 

When the Journnat took the only consistent and 
logical course on the matter in the light of recent events 
events we were met with charges of ingratitude 
and inconsistency by those who assumed that be- 
cause the editor of this paper had once held 
the office of President of the Asscciation he was there- 
by precluded from ever questioning its policy. This is as 
absurd as to assume that Mr. Henry J. Raymond or Horace 
Greeley should have felt constrained to refrain from criti- 
cism on Congress because they had once been members of 
that august body, or that*Mr. Raymond, having once 
presided over the State Senate, should thereafter find 
nothing but what was lovely and of good report in the 
action of that body. In our course in this matter we were 
at the time warmly supported by the leading sporting 
paper of the country, the Spirit of the Times, whose present 
editor, Mr. Buck, has done much within the past year to 
stimulate the interest in small-bore matches at long range. 
With commendable industry, the Spirit has caused inqui- 
ries to be sent to all the rifle clubs of the country, apropos 
of its editorial on the subject which appeared subsequent 
to the first article of the Journnau. This article took the 
same ground as that covered by the JougNaL, and sug- 
gested the speedy formation of a new National Rifle Asso- 
ciation, representative in character, and headed by Gen. 
Sherman as Commandcr-in-Chief of the Army, on the same 
basis as the British National Rifle Association, which is 
headed by the Duke of Cambridge. In response to a letter 
of inquiry as to the positions taken by the Spirit 
(the same as those in the JournaL) the following letter 
comes first to hand :

Baitor Spirit of the Times : 

Having been requested to give my views onthe subject of a 
National Rifle Association, I would state that the ideas as to its 
scope and objects as given in your editorial remarks of the 3d 
ult., meet my approval. Weof the West and of the Army claim 
in any Association bearing the name “National ” an equal chance 
with our friends of the East, and if Congressional legislation is 
asked in aid of such a project, it is no more than proper that the 
right arm of the nation—the Army, Regulars and Volunteers— 
West and East, should have its legitimate share of representa 
tion in the Association and an equal chance to carry oft it 
honors. 

The ebject of the British National Rifle Association is not 
simply sport, but to encouroge rifle shooting as a means of na- 
tional defence, and that throughout the Queen's dominions. To 
this end its organization is as broad as the dominions, and among 
its officers are the distinguished ones of their Army, Regulars 
and Volunteers, and their leading men everywhere. 

I have no doubt that the G 1, Lieutenant-General, and 
other general officers of the Army and of the Volunteers would 
gladly consent to lend their aid to a legitimate National Associa- 
tion of this kind, and I know the West would, under its auspices, 
display as much zeal and furnish as good shots as the East. In 
Illinois there is a State Rifle Association which, with some en- 
couragement, can be made a first-class organization; and all over 
the Weet are springing up local associations, which will soon be 
knocking for admittance to the National Asseciation, provided 
it is not limited in its opportunities and benefits to the vicinity 
of Creedmoor. 

Wein the Army move slowly in peace times, and must catch 
the infection from outside influences if target practice is to be 
other than a mere routine drill. It was said of us, though it was 
not entirely true, that we did not use the breech-loader until 
everybody else had adopted it. And now we jog on with targets 
of the same pattern, and the same obsolete method of marking, 
as our ancestors used fifty years ago. 

If the British troops profit by their opportunities, they ought 
to be good shots, and with their 15 grains more powderand 75 
grains more lead per shot than we use in our Springfields, they 
would have the advantage of us if we came to a scratch, especi 
ally at long range 

I, however, believe we have the best military arm in the world 
in our latest Springfields, and I also know, from personal ob- 
servation, that we have probably the poorest shots, and this 

from a defective and poorly encouraged system of target prac- 
tice. 

It is claimed by those high in authority that all we nced is a 
good magazine gan for our armament; that is, it is desired to 
make each man a two-legged Gatling gun, belching forth a con- 
tinuous flame of fire, without regard to aim. But the ordnance 
trains for such an Army would be simply so large as to be beyond 
control. In modern warfare, the soldier acts more individually 
and intelligently than in the Greek phalanx or Roman legion: 
and each one should be an expert with his arm, knowing it in all 
ranges and winds, and taking accurate aim. 
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over five or seven hundred yards. 

I trust the Association will be made national in nature as in 
name, and we of the West and of the Army partakers of its 
equal opportunities and benefits. If Congressional aid is given, 
it should provide for the transportation and subsistence of the 
select shots of the various regiments, Regular and Volunteers, 
in attending the annual meeting. Yours,

out the New York Association. These letters show that the 
directors of the N. R. A. would have done well had they followed 
the advice of the Anmy AND Navy Journal, and called a con- 
gress of the clubs to organize a representative body, while yet 
there was time. They can still do this if they rise to the spirit 
of the occasion, for everyone is disposed to meet them halfway, 
If they do not, there is every prospect that the sceptre will pass 
from them into other hands.

PirrssurecH Riors.—A correspondent writes: Having 
just read your excellent article on ‘Militia Riot Duty” 
(Army anp Navy Journal, November 24) I beg leave to 
correct through your columns a most unjust reflection on 
Gen. R. M. Brinton, a gallant soldier who, by having pver- 
formed his duty thoroughly well, aroused the special ani- 
mosity ot the late grand jury of Pittsburgh upon whose 
presentment you have based your article. Maturally 
enough you presumed that the finding of such a body had 
some foundation in fact, but had you known that that 
grand jury itself was composed in part of those who stand 
onel of participation in the riot I feel sure that you 
would not have censured any officer upon the allegations of 
their report. 
Gen. Brinton was not at any time in command in the 
city of Pittsburgh during the disturbances of July 21 and 
22 last in the sense of ne Se right to move his troops 
according to the dictates of his own judgment. He was io 
command of such part of his division as he had been able 
to get together in a few hours’ notice at midnight in mid- 
summer, but was at all times subject to and in receipt of 
specific directions as to the course he should pursue. 
From the time he reported for duty on his arrival at the 
Union depot until Gen. Pearson left him in the round house 
his orders were executed by him under the immediate 
supervision of his commanding officer, and in several in- 
stances against his (Gen. Brinton’s) objection and protest. 
His ‘‘ sustaining a siege in the round house” was by writ- 
ten direction of his superior officer, complimenting him at 
the time upon the manner in which he maintained his 
position; he only left the round house when, having 
already put out several fires communicated by burning cars, 
he found the building was certainly doomed to destruction 
by the firing of adjacent buildings which the limited hose he 
had at command would not enable him to extinguish. 
When he left the round house he moved his column alon 
the street and in the direction he had been already endered 
to in ae mye of some such necesity. That in such a 
movement he would sustain some loss was certain, the two 
miles of street which he traversed afforded the ‘“‘ citizens,” 
as the Pittsburgh Sunday pogo delighted to call them, 
many opportunities to fire deliberate and deadly shots from 
housetops and windows, but how well he conducted his 
march is conclusively shown by the comparatively slight 
loss he sustained. He did use his Gatlings, and very 
effectively too, on the only occasion that such use was 
necessary or proper. Certainly a Gatling gun is not the 
weapon with which to repiy to a stray shot from behind a 
chimney. 
One of the best tests of the efficiency of an officer ona 
iven occasion is the opinion of those who served under 
fim at the time, who saw what he saw, what he did, and 
his manner of doing it. In the ranks of that part of the 
1st Division which was in nae during the riots there 
were many ex-officers whose record cannot be questioned, 
some of whom had hastily volunteered and were carrying 
muskets, others were serving as Officers, and all of whom 
had ample opportunity to form an opinion, and [ have yet 
to hear of one man in his command who was there at the 
time question either the courage or the capacity of Maj.- 
Gen. RK. M. Brinton. Yours truly,

EQuaLizaTions.—A correspondent writes : Your article on 

the 12th New York in issue Dec, 1 while concurring with it 
in almost all its points induces me to write to you in con- 
tradiction tosome. True and to the point are your re- 
marks of the unwillingness of the men of one company to 
be detailed into another. But this fault, in my opinion, 
arises from the malpractice of preferring for detail men 
that are guilty of some minor delinquency. This usage 
makes it look as if all those detailed have done something 
wrong, Or, in one way or another, have failed to perform 
their duty. When the writer was in command of a compa- 
ny he was in the same trouble, but remedied the evil by 
instructing his first sergeant always to select the best 
drilled and most attentive men for detail whenever such a 
one had to be given, and upon the complaint of these often 
detailed men he gave them his ideas on the subject, that is : 
that he did not wish it to be said of his company that care- 
less or undrilled men were chosen to fillup other compa- 
nies, but that, on the contrary, details from his company 
should, wherever om | went, represent the company to its 
credit, and they should take it as a silent compliment paid 
them by being detailed on acconnt of their promptitude 
and efliciency. No more growling occurred thereafter. 
But as long as there is an unwillingness existing in the 
rank and file to be detailed, I cannot coincide with you that 
it would be better for an adjutant to make direct details 
from one company to another. Even not lingering on the 
fact that this method will more easily cause mistakes in 
the equalization, Iam afraid that the details will not be 
correctly made if not verified by the adjutant. A great 
many commandants of cumpanies (in certain regiments) 
care not so much for the equality of company fronts as 
their unhappy adjutant does, who wants to see them exactly 
equalized, and who is hauled over severely if thisis not 
done. But after the reports of the first sergeants, and 
with the details before him, which he verifies and sends off 
under a non-commissioned officer other than their own, he 
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is certain that everything is in proper shape, nothing goes 
lightly, , ADJUTANT. 
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E1cuts Nzw Yorr.—Promptly at 80’glock P. m. on Tues- 
day, December 11, the first sergeants of Cos. D and E gave 
the command fall in, and ten minutes thereafter the two 
companies were marched to the upper drill-room. Here 
the seven files of Co E and twelve of Co. D were equalized 
into two commands of twelve front, with a good many 
blanks in the rear rank. A battalion line was erroneously 
formed on the second company (D), for with only two 
companies in a battalion, the first must necessarily be the 
directing company. The lieutenant-colonel, who acted as 
instructor, ordered a new formation, when the acting 
adjutant coolly made the announcement, * parade is dis- 

;” but why, it was impossible to determine. The 
formation was repeated with hardly any better result, the 
same error being adhered to. Fours right, from a halt, was 
well done, with the exception that the rear ranks did not 
fall back to the required thirty-two inches. Upon repeti- 
tion, and after a warning from the instructor, this error 
was obliterated. To form line from column of fours, the 
rear fours were cautioned to close up to wheeling distance 
before the command “march” was given; that is, before 
commencement of the wheel. This was erroneous, as the 
rear fours should close up to facing distance during the 
wheel [par. 224, Tactics]. To march in column of fours 
the command “ forward” was given after ‘‘ march,” and the 
Dg announced, while there is not a single instance in 

e Tactics where a guide is mentioned for a column of 
fours; the leading guide taking invariably his place 
twenty-one inches in front of the file opposite the side of 
the file-closers without word of command. From the 
column of fours on right into line, the “‘right dress” was 
not given immediately after the ‘‘halt;” the dress was 
ordered after all the fours of a company had united in line 
(see par. 225). Atthe same movement to the left the captain, 
and the guide obliqued to the right, getting blocked in thereb 
between the left and next succeeding fours. After a short marc 
in column of fours the fours about and fours left (into line) were 
made towards the side of the file-closers, which latter movement 
kept the file-closers in front of the company commanders 
through their neglect to dart through the intervals. It was also 
observed that the captain of the second company, after the wheel 
of the fours into line, and at the left into line wheel from 
colum of companies, did not dress his company at once, but 
waited till after the dressing of the first company. He also sup- 
ported arms at a simultaneous movement, but this was remedied 
at once by the instructor, and did not occur again. The wheels 
by company were well performed, except that the second com- 
pany would always have too much distance, necessitating at 
times an advance of more than half its front, after the command 
of execution for the wheel had been given. At the command 
“* right of companies rear into column’”’ the captain of the first 
company halted before reaching the former line of his front 
rank, while the second captain marched to the rear with his 
right guide. The dressing was accordingly very inaccurate, the 
right of the columns not resting on the proper line. A repetition 
of the movement showed a decided progress; but the second 
captain, after establishing his guide, ought to have stepped two 
yards to the rear before giving the command “‘left dress ;”’ he 
also ought to stand fast in his place after reaching the original 
line of the front rank, and not move backward or forward, as 
this will seriously obstruct the covering of the guides and 
injures the correct dressing of the column. The drill was wound 
up with a beautiful mixture of the dismissal of a battalion and 
the dress parade. The acting adjutant being instructed by the 
commander of the battalion to dismiss the same, faced about 
and gave the order ‘‘ parade is dismissed.’ Thereupon, after 
waiting a few moments as if meditating what to do next, he ad- 
vanced beyond the line of the company commanders and looked 
to see if the line officers closed inuponhim. After facing about 
and perceiving that the space would not permit him to advance 
with the line of officers towards the lieutenant-colonel, he 
saluted. The lieutenant-colonel should have stopped these 
proceedings, though he made the first mistake himself. He 
should have said ‘“‘ captains, dismiss your companies.”’ As a 
whole the drill was an improvement on recent efforts,

The last ponoeeees of Lieut.-Colonel Wilson’s order strikes 
directly at the root of the late men evil, and if strictly enforced 
will greatly benefit the regiment. The retirement from com- 
mand of Col. John Ward, after his eighteen years’ eervice in the 
regiment, was a loss keenly felt by every member of the com- 
mand, and to fill the position_so long and ably held was more 
than the work of aday. Col. Ward's retirement being a settled 
fact, the choice of the officers was unanimous in favor of their 
late Lieutenant-Colonel, S. V. R. Cruger, as the most fitting 
officer to carry on the organization. Individuals and committees 
waited on the Lieutenant-Colonel, but in vain.

H. A. Gildersleeve went on Gen. Shaler’s staff, Cruger was pro- 
moted to the vacant lieutenant-colonelcy, 15th January, 1875. 
He resigned and was honorably discharged June 29, 1877. This 
acceptance of Col. Cruger gives the regiment new life, and al- 
ready active steps are being taken to perfect the organization of 
the new companies to take the now vacant letters, Cand D. 


T'WENTY-SECOND New YorK.—As turned over to Capt. Saml. 
Moore Smith, Co. D, of this regiment, presented a front of 20 
files, which, with three sergeants, made a total of 48 present for 
duty. The ‘fall in’’ was prompt and the formation excellent. 
On receiving the command, Capt. Smith commenced his drill 
with a march incolumn of fours and company front, the step, 
distances and alignment being remarkably good.

but the appearance of the battalion proved conclusively 
that either the command is not properly squipped or that 
they have not been taught uniformity in the matter of 
dress and equipments. One company reported in jackets 
with black waist belts, while the others had a mixture of 
jackets and full dress coats, with equipments, white cross 
belts—perfect on some, single belts U. 8S. Army fashion on 
others—while not a few disdained the use of equipments for 
drill purposes. The head gear was also heterogeneous, 
dress hats being mixed up with the kepi of the undress 
uniform. Even the officers were gotten up in motley; the 
Army blouse, old fashioned frock coat, full dress and fatigue 
trousers of all shades of blue; black or gold sword belts 
being used. In general orders, the drum-major was 
directed to cause ‘* two drummers ” to report at these drills ; 
but a company of the regimert having turned actors for 
the nonce, the full drum corps was marched to the theatre 
in uniform, while the calls were beaten on what appeared 
to be a broken drum by one of the men, not in uniform. 
There was certainly more fun at the theatre than at the 
battalion drill, and of course the drum-major could not 
leave two of his boys behind without materially injuring 
the discipline of his corps; besides, the colonel did not 
seem to care. Another ~~ > of the regimental order 
directed that at assembly the companies fall in and ser- 
geants quickly call the roll, yet although nearly a quarter 
of an hour was given for this purpose some of the sergeants 
did not care to cal] the roll until their men were assembled 
in the large drill room, and then late men and stragglers 
were continually interfering with the sergeant’s prompt- 
ness. The adjutant quietly awaited the completion of these 
roll calls, and then, without hearing the first sergeants’ 
reports, the call was not even sounded; the impromptu 
drummer perhaps not being equal to the occasion, he per- 
sonally counted. the front of each company, and lopping 
off the excess toward the left, equalized the battalion in 
four companies of fourteen files front. This adjutant has 
probably been reading the JouRNAL{s criticism on equaliza- 
tions, but has failed to grasp its ——— He should have 
directed the first sesgeants to perfect the equalization of 
the company fronts instead of personally performing the 
duty. At 8:35 sdiutaut’s call was sounded, the battalion 
forming on the right and coming into line in very poor 
shape. The left guide of the third company stood on the 
line with his piece at the support, and when ordered by 
the adjutant to invert his musket, he executed after a fash- 
ion almost every movement in the manual but the right 
one, much to the amusement of the men. The captain of 
the left company finally set him straight. At guides post 
he was just as bad, for he apparently had not the faintest 
idea of what to do or how to doit. The company to whieh 
he belonged is the new one in the regiment, and after this 
exhibition of the sergeant’s ignorance it was not astonish- 
ing to find that the men had barely a knowledge of the 
first principles of squad drill, and none whatever of the 
manual. Major Dufiy received the command, and after 
one or two movements of the manual, broke the command 
into column of fours. The march around the room was 
positively bad. The step was uneven, distances between 
ranks anything, from sixteen to seventy-six inches; late 
men trying to find places and deranging the fours, while 
in more than one case file closers were marching in single 
file between the companies. After settling into somewhat 
better shape, close column on first company from column 
of fours was executed. The size of the room may have pre- 
vented a perfect execution of this movement, but there was 
no excuse for the apparent ignorance of some of the com- 
pany officers. More than full distance was taken, and the 
rear companies had to be dressed forward. The deploy- 
ment on first company was not a whit better than the 
ployment, the officers seemingly not understanding their 
duties. A repetition of the movements was, although not 
good, a great improvement. Lieut.-Col. De Lacey then 
assumed command, and ordered the execution of the 
manual of arms in closedandopen ranks. The performance 
could bardly have been worse, some of the men from their 
actions never having received the slightest instruction in 
the manual, notably the new company. At the advance, 
guide centre, the officers remained in front of their compa- 
nies instead of placing themselves on the right and left 
flanks. In executing column of fours, break from the right 
to march to the left, the second and third companies formed 
fours right at the order to the first company, and became a 
confused mass in the endeavor of the adjutant to straighten 
them. The battalion was broken into column, but the size 
of the room prevented anything like a correct wheel. In 
marching to the rear, in order to gain distance to wheel 
into line, ‘‘about face” was given, when several of the 
company commanders and file closers changed places with- 
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out orders. (See ‘paragraph 401 Tactics.) A few more 
movements in the column of fours closed the drill. 

This system of wing and battalion drills is the bane of 
the 69th. The company officers 6 t them in the 
fn tho pehocl ef the eumpany and’ couch soigian om tae 
in the ool o 6 company an ‘on 
field officers to correct com oy and fodividnal ts. If 
all drills by battalion and wing were suspended in the 
ment for the next two months, and the field officers 
devote their time and energies to the perfection of the 
school of the company, when the battalion next assembles 
for drill, the command would make an ap ce worth 
of its past record. Schools of instruction for officers an 
non-commissioned officers should be instituted at once, 
and the brigade commander should insist on their being 
attended and proper instruction given. The rank and file 
of the regiment are second to none in the National Guard 
of the State of New York, and with proper officers and in- 
struction the old 69th would once more take the place in 
the National Guard so proudly held under Col. Corcoran. 
The quicker this is done the better. It is not fair to quiet, 
orderly, self-respecting men like the rank and file of the 
69th to exhibit them at the arsenal in a way calculated to 
make them a laughing-stock to the members of other regi- 
ments, and the sooner this fact is recognized and acted on 
by A field officers of the 69th the more it will be to their 
credit. 


SzventTy-rimst New York.—Captain A. W. Belknap’s com” 
pany (I) were assembled at the army for drill on Dec. 11. It was 
ten minutes past eight o’clock when the company appeared in 
the main drill room, and it was fully ten minutes more ere three 
sergeants and jeg ma corporals and men, total 31, were 
turned over to the captain, late men contine the Lem The 
march, in column of fours, commenced the drill, step and align- 
ments being fair; but the distance between ranks was too @ 5 
and at the halt the men were crowded on each other. A march 
in single rank was much better, the instructor cautioning the 
men as to the required 76 inches distance between ranks. The 
wheels about and fours into line from this single rank were well 
done. A performance in the manual, in open ranks and by the 
count, presented the weak point of the company. The motions 
of the manual were slurred and the pieces handledin a very 
careless manner. Even by the count the men could not settle to 
any degree of steadiness. At the close of this manual more late 
men reported, and the company was refornied, m: four sets 
of fours with blanks in the rear rank. The = movements 
were again taken up. Marching in column of fours double and 
single rank, company front, and the wheelin The execution 
was only fair, the men showing considerable inattention. At 
the formation of double from single rank the ser; t and first 
four continued the march, and well merited the rebuke given by 
the instructor. The wheelings were as arule Rood, the ta 
evincing a fair knowledge of their duties. The formations of 
celumns of twos, fours, and marchings by the flanks were all ex- 
cellent, also on right and left intoline. The drill throughout 
was fair, and but for the careless execution of the manual, would 
be considered good. Captain Belknap is a good and careful in- 
structor, aad before the drill season closes we think Co. I will 
give account of themselves. It would be an advantage to the 
morale of the 7ist if the field officers would occasionalty put in 
an appearance at the armory. Officers and men feel the benefit 
of their presence and supervision. 

Some time since Captain Vantine’s company (C) considered 
that they were falling off in the proficiency of company move- 
ments and the manual, and passed resolutions that they should 
drill two evenings of each week. At first the new idea worked 
well; but the men soon began to and become restive under 
their own enforced discipline, and at a meeting of the compan 
the original resolution was rescinded. This action was not at 
relished by the Captain. His ambition to have the best drilled 
compan the 7ist was interfered with by this action, and he 
sought for the means to enforce the discipline required. Section 
188 of the Military Code, opened the way, and the company | 
Laws settled any remaining difficulty. He accordingly issu 
orders for the company to drill on each and every Friday evening 
during December, January, February, March, and April. Capt 
Vantine has thus cut the Gordian knet, and his company will 
thank him for so doing ere the drill season of 1878 closes. er 
captains in the regiment could follow this example with benefit 
to themselves and their commands.
